Introduction of the Tote 


The outatanding feature of the 
flat-racing season of 1929 just 
onded has beon the introduction of 
tho totnlisator form of botting on 
British racccourses. Indeed, so 
important is this Innovation, that it 
may well bo looked upen as a mile- 
stone In Turf history. 

The unpopular betting tax intro- 
duced by Mr. Winston Churchill, 
having been admittedly a failure, 
waa dropped, and powera obtained 
from Parliament to set up a Betting 
Board of Control under the Jockey 
Club to administor the new method, 
The aum of two shillings was 
chosen oa the unit for staking, and 
6 per cent. was the amount decided 
upon to be deducted from the aum 
wagered, . 

In wolghing up the amount of 
progress 80 far made towards In- 
stalling the machines, and popu- 
larising this form of betting, cor- 
tain difMiculties, resulting from the 
pecullar conditions under which 
racing is carried on In thls coun- 
try, should be borne in mind. Two 
of the most important- and old- 
established meetings, Ascot ‘and 
Goodwood, have only four days 
racing each year so that some years 
must clapse before the outlay, 
necessary to set up the .claborate 
machinery required to copo with a 
large turnover, can be returned. 
Then thero are the thousand and 
one'small but very sporting meet- 
ings, scattered over the country, 
that could hope to support only a 
very cheap installation, and for 
these a form of portnble machine 
has been aimed at.

+ Muddles and Disappointments 


With regard‘ to the more I[m- 
portant meetings, auch as the two 
Newmarket courses, Newbury, 
York, and the London park courses, 
all seemed to be plain sailing as it 
was presumed that the well-tested 
and highly satisfactory system in 
Vogue on French racecourses would 
be adopted. Unfortunately, the 
holders of the British rights in 
the invention and the powers-that- 
be came to loggerhends, with the 
result that, attempts ~have been

MR. OPPENHEIM’S LATEST 
(The Glentitten Murder,” by E. 
Phillips Oppenheim: Messrs. 
Hodden & Stoughton; 7/6 net.] 


If you use the correct ingredionts 
every tine, and the same amount 
of them, you will find that your 
cookery produces very much the 
sume sort of pudding every tlme. 
But Oppenheim’s cookery is so skil- 
ful that, with pretty much the snme 
ingredients, he manages to produce 
novel after novel with -regularity, 
and yet to retain a distinet margin 
of change between the lot of- them. 
We have always considered thst any 
one who can read more than one of 
P. C. Wodehouse’s books In six 
months has the mentality of a 
moron or an M.P. « But one ean com- 
fortubly read three or four of Mr. 
Oppenhelm’s in that period. 

The ‘“Glenlitten Murder” at first 
made me think that Mr, Oppenheim 
had used an extra large amount of 
an ingredient, of which he {s seldom 
prodigal,—a murder mystery. And 
this the author can handle as well 
as anyone. But more was to come. 
There was, of course, the jewel 
mystery, and there was—but we ure 
not going.to spoil the story for our 
renders, Suffice it to say that the 
plot takes a most unexpected turn 
and the denouement is ag startling 
ag It is satisfactory. 

Mr. Phillip Oppenhelm has been 
turning out novels regularly for at 
least. thirty years, for it must have 
been about 1900 that we first read, 
nnd were fascinated by “Mysterious 
Mr, Snbin." Recently we have tried 
to analyse the peculiarly clusive yet 
pleasant je ne sat quei which stamps 
all his writings. It is probably a cer- 
tain quaint trick of diction, or per- 
haps, to narrow ‘it closer, a trick of 
the arrangement and punctuation of 
tis sentences. For where the 
average man would have written “ ‘I 
have never heard one friend so 
eloquent before,’ said his neigh- 
bour,” Mr. Oppenheim phrases it 
“'T have never before’ his neighbour 
declared. ‘heard our friend so 
eloquent." And he has a marvellous 
number of ways of phrasing “said 
he,” “sald she,”—those bugbears. of 
the budding novelist. Justus Miles 
Forman had a somewhat similar 
trick of stamping personality on his 
work “by little conceits of diction. 

But, perhaps instead of reading all 
this our renders had better buy the 
book and find out for- themselves.

In one or'two instances they abut. 
immedintely on to the path, and 
the familiarity they thus offer to 
pussers-by seems to predispose 
any possibility of ancient origin. 
Yet many are effectively conceal- 
ed from view, and may be dis- 
covered only either by chance or 
careful searching; One of these 
mysterious holes has lately re- 
vealed itself owing to, the roof 
caving in; and ns it was immedi- 
ntely beneath the footpath . the 
danger to pedestrians was con- 
siderable. The caverns are dome- 
shuped, having a2 height of about 
four feet and a‘circumference of 
twelve fect. In each a smoke 
hole or flue and usually a stone 
oven have been built. The shape

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Personality of Our New. ‘Governor 


HE subject of the new Governor is one of the chief topics of the 
hour in the Colony, as was only to be expected after the “sur- 
prise” appointment by the Home Government. The gossips; however, 
appear to be mere concerned with the personality of Sir William 
Peel than with the line of policy he fs likely to adopt. ‘The latter 
seems so vague and unnecessary a speculation, unless it be ‘for 
anaemic, prophetic articles, as to be beyond conatderation. What- 
ever the future policy of this Colony may be, we may tahe it for 
certain that it will’be dictated by the Labour Government, although 
there ure specious, and, of course, unfounded, rumours being circu- 
lated that it will be. Sir William’s chief task to initiate a Municipal 
or Federal Council. But the ways of Dame Politics are dark, and 
we prefer to tread upon the sounder basis of knowledge. 

Everyone seems to be asking of our new Governor “what is he 
like?” and has already given him enough moustaches, beards, blue 
eyes, height and stoutness to suit either an Apollo or a very un- 
usunl gentleman. indeed. In, appearance, Sir William is inclined 
to be stout, but his height and military carriage disperses ut once 
any idea of emborpoint. He wears a greyish toothbrush moustache, 
has fair hair turning grey, and striking eyes of a grey-blue colour 
which seem to take in everything at once without appearing to natice 
anything beyond that which engages their immediate attention. A 
born administrator and one used to handling all kinds and con- 
ditions of men from coolics to important Government officials, Sir 
William is not a man to be trifled with. As he converses with you 
in his “kindly, interested manner, .you ‘experience the sensation of 
being weighcd-up and examined by those frank eyes. “The secret of 
Sir William’s popularity is his unchanging faith in his fellow human 
beings and his love of cleanliness and fair play. His political atti- 
tude has eyer been consistent and he has worked indefatigably in 
the service of the British Empire rather than for any particular 
party in power. Sir William has keen insight into human character 
and his manner with foolish persons is apt to be'disconcerting. He 
will not suffer them gladly, neither will he condone inefficiency and 
haphazard methods in those under his control. This is not to in- 
dicate that he is [rritable or even severe, for Sir. William is a man 
of wide sympnthics, but if there is any “hauling over the’carpet” to 
be done, then Sir William is the man to do.it.. Not n.féw Malayan

BROTHERS WHO BUILT BIG BUSINESSES |

Through some strange coincidence many families of brothers 
from tho earliest beginnings of automotive history have achieved 
renown in the various branches of that industry. Thero aro at least 
thirty such successful combinations which have contributed to the 
rapid progress of one of the greatest factors in modern civilisation—

Five’ Studebaker brothers laid the 
foundation of the present Stude- 
baker Corporation of Ameren, Only 
one of them, howovor, witnessed the 
transformation of tholr waggon and 
carriage business motor manufac- 
turing. 

Then there were the two Packard 
vrothers, founders of what is now 
the Packard Company, who con- 
tributed much to the development of 
aircraft engines during the world 
war; the two Duesenbergs, design- 
ers on famous racing cars; the 
throo Jowatt brothers, formerly of 
the Puige-Jewett Company; the two 
Marmon brothers, who preduced the 
first straight eight in America; the 
two Timken Brothers of the 
Timken ‘Bearing Company; the 
two Remy brothers, who were the’ 
first American makers of ignition 
magnetos; the three White brothers, 
who left the ranks of sewing ma- 
chine manufacturers to enter the 
Meld of truck making; the two 
Stranahan brothers, makers of 
Champion Spark Plugs, avho have 
wielded 2 yrent influence in the 
industry. : 

Two of the most widely known 
srathers in the automotive field, | 
Horace and John F, Dodge, rose 
fo aflluenze from a modest begin- 
hing ax machine shop owners. The 
three Graham brothers, Joseph B., 
Robert C. and Ray A. deserve 
specinl mention in our “Pamoug 
Brothers” history, since they are 
Perhaps more versutile than any 
family of brothers in the rutomotive 
field. Thelr careers have been in- 
separable since their boyhood days. 

The first industrial yonture of the 
three Graham brothers was a glass 
factory, founded by Joseph B., who 
was Inter joined by Robert C. and 
Ray A. The business Krew stendily, 
and other plants were bought and 
established, when, in - 1916, the 
Graham Ghiss Company, whieh had 
become a real factor in the lass 
industry, was sold. In the same 
year the three Graham brothers 


began to market commercial bodies 
for use with passenger cars, and in 
1917 they brought out the Graham 
“Truck Builder” and a complete 
line of trucks and bodies, The 
autumn of 1919 found the three 
Graham brothers manufacturing a 
complete motor truck! the first 
Graham Brothers truck, 

In 1921 they moved to‘Detroit and 
allfed themselves with Dodge 
Brothers—a strong and’ successful 
motor-car manufacturer. — Perfect- 
ing a co-operative arrangement 
whereby the dealers for those cara 


iit and 


became the sales representatives of 
Graham Brothers, Inc. This busi- 
ness, within four years after its 
formation in 1921, had grown with 
such rapidity that Graham Brothers’ 
trucks became known the world over 
as rellable and well-built commer- 
clal verlcles, 

With this rapid growth of the 
truck busincasy the three Graham 
brothers were called upon to assume 
4 more actfye part in the passenger 
car business with which they had 
become associated, and this nutomo- 
bile company was managed by them 
during one of the most-successful 
periods of Its history. . wed 

In 1926 the Graham brothers sold 
thelr entire holdings, both in the 
Passenger cnr ‘business and fn 
Graham Brothers, Inc. For a long 
tlme these three brothers had plan- 
ned on entering the field of manu- 
facture of passenger cara in thelr 
own name, to produce a line of cara 
which would represent thelr own 
ideas of advanced design, sound con- 
struction and substantia) value, Not 
until Func of 1927 were they able 
to secure vn uultable manufacturing 
site, At that time they ‘purchased 
the controlling Interest in the Paige 
Detroft Company. An immediate 
plan of expansion was inaugurated 
that has resulted In adding over n 
million square feet of factory space 
and more than doubting production, 
the enpacity bolng increased from 
800 to 700 cara daily; while doth 
tho number of.employes nnd of dis- 
tributors and dealers ba almost three 
tintes that of the orlginal organtan- 
tlon. : “

Theso’ brothers 
have held together through good and 
bad times with the result that the 
Fishor Body Corporation is one of 
the most valuable of all General 
Motors properties. Four of the 
Fisher brothers aro now directors 
of Goneral Motors.

Botweon Cairo and Suez Hos the 
old road built by the Romans 
through tho Ismailia Desert and 
atill to be scen along its ninoty mile 
strotch are eight towers which thoy 
erected to scrve as outposts or 
relays for caravans. 


- For many years tho anciont track 
was ‘abandoned, the only means. of 
communication being an indirect 
rallroad from Cairo to Ismailia and 


Ismailla to Sucz, a journey of about- 


seven hours. During tho war, how- 
aver, it occurred to soma motorists 
that they could use the track: for 
rapid transportation and it soon 
grew in favour to such an extent as 
to warrant repaira which were badly 
needed in several parts. Public 
opinion, very strongly voiced by the 
local newspapers, actuated — the 
Ministry of Communications to 
make these repairs in spite of the 
fact that It had long been reluctant 
to do ao lest it should deviate the 
main traMe from tho Cairo-Suez 
Rallroad and prove detrimental to 
the Stnte’s railways receipts. This 
was exactly what happened, for 
motor traffic immediately Increased 
along the old highway. ° 

The journey from Calro to Suez 
by motor car now takes an average 
of three hours and this timo will be 
reduced stil further when the neces- 
wary repairs are effected, 

This more rapid means of trans- 
portation -has brought forth unex- 
pected economic developments both 
for Cairo and Suez and has increas- 
ed the value of the latter city na the 
enstorn port. With this artery for 
rapid transport, strony impetus hns 
been given to the Suez fisheries and 
huge quantities of fish are now be- 
ing sent by rond.

From it brands will be taken 
to Hght fires-in all the public bulld- 
ings ond residences, Just as the 
flame started by Mr, Edison sym- 
pbolises Power, 80 that ‘begun by 
‘President Hoover typifies warmth 
of the home under the shejtering 

. qwarmth of the state. The fireplace 

’ dn tho Lincoln courthouse was used, 
since it was by the flickering light 
of a fireplace that the youthful ‘Abo’ 
Lincoln studied, 

Two othor fires, one lighted by 
Mr. Edison and the other by Presi- 
dent Hoover, supplement those men- 
tioned, Ono burns In the poller in 
the rear of the research laboratory 
and the other in the fireplace on the 
second floor of the courthouse. The 
matches used by these distinguished 
firelighters have been preserved by 
Henry Ford—Ford News.

5,000,000 MOTORS 


Expected US. Output 
This Year 


Prediction that the total motor. 
production would approximate five 
million cars and goods motor trucks 
in 1980 waa made by Mr. Alvan 
Mueauley, Presldont of the Na- 
tlonal, Aulomobilo Chamber of Com- 
nierco, at the business survey con- 
feronce held recently at the request 
,of President Hoover by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce. In 
1920 the production was 6,680,000 
motors, according to tho latest 
fiures available. 

There are 26 milllon motor 
vehicles In use In tho U.S.A, and 
the known demand for replacoment, 
ty 2,760,000 cars per annum. This 
replacement demand, stated Mr. 
Macauley, is 66 per cent. of the 
normnl demand of a year's busl- 
NOB. In 1920 approximately 
1,000,000 motor yehicles were ¢x- 
ported from U.S.A, plants, 200,000 
greater than the year before. 

25,000,000 On The Road 

It seams conservative, therefore, 
to expect an export business of up- 
wards of one million units in 1930, 
which is 20 per cent. of one normal 
year's production of five million 
motors. New buyers, two-car 
families, and a rapidly increasing 
commercial motor vehicle and 
molor-bus business should bring 
the total production tw five millions. 

On the other hand, Mr. J, OR 
Histed, vice-president of the Ameri- 
cun National ‘Automobile Dealers’ 
Associntion, stated that there is a 
basic production demand for pro- 
bably: 4,000,000 cars and trucks a 
yenr, one million of which would 
be for export, but there might be 
some falling in demand in the 
U.S.A, home market, due to the re- 
adjustment of other businesses. 

As a retailer Mr. Histed voiced 
the opinion of his section of the 
American motor trade that “we 
have now reached the point where 
the maintenance of 2,000,000 
yehicles on the road isa much larger 
economic consideration than the 
sale of any certain number of cars 
in any certain number of months. 
While they wholesale value of motor 
yehicles produced In any one yerr 
by American plants may total £600,- 
000,000, —_ the after-market for 
yehieles already on the road will 
total probably '£1,300,000,000."”

AND MODERN 


(By W. H. Browne) 


That the size of the tuol kit and 
the number of variety of spares 
carried Is a measure of automotive 
progress Keems seldom realised. 

If the motorist, however, la dis- 
posed to rummage around among 
the musty archives of his motoring 
memorles the tool kit ass yardstick 
‘becomes impressively — effective. 
To-day’s car carries a few 
avrenches, a hammer, a pair of 
pllers, a jack, and a screwdriver 0s 
tools, As spares, it carries one or 
two extra tyres, cone 

By wiy of contrast, read of the 
tools and spares of a 1910 model 
caras sel forth In an owner's 
manual of that perlod: 

Regarding spare parts, It is woll 
that a full complement of these 
should be carried. A set of valves, 
springs, cotters, and piston rings 
‘or the engine and a spring and 
lenther for the clutch are necessary. 
Spark plugs and washers, astecl 
brake cables, xpare magneto points 
and a contact-maker all should be 
kept on the car ready for uso when 
required. : 

One's Own Mechanic 


“Asbestos sheeting and string, 
copper wire, low-tension cable, 
high-tension cable, insulating tape, 
‘emery powder and cloth, oll can, 
paraffin Injector, graphite lubricant, 
calcium carbide, petrol funnel and 
atrainer, spare rubber hose and 
clips for cooling system, sparo 
lamps—all these will be , required 
ut one time .or another, and it is 
better to carry a good supply-than 
find yourself delayed for several 
hours while trying to procure a 
fairly eflicient substitute.

‘From 15,000 to 80,000 stops are 
not unusual with a modern motor- 
car braking system before the lin- 
ings have to be replaced or the 
brakes adjusted. This, too, in spite 
of the fuct that speeds are higher, 
enrs are generally heavier, and 
braking forces more nevere." 

But the motorist of 1910 was not 
so. fortunate. | In some instances, 
because they would not last through 
one long, burning atop; linings were 
discarded altogether and metal-to- 
metal braking was employed. The 
motorist had to compensate for his 
poor brakes in his driving. Which, 
of course, was not so diMecult since 
his ear would not run ver fast any- 
haw and the road condition would 
not permit it to run fast if it would.

Originally the Gaydner Company 
Planned ‘to build the Ruxton, and 
according to the latest: atory- the 
Gardner Company intend .to In- 
troduce a front-wheel design of 
their own which will be on view 
at the forthcoming ‘New York 
motor show. 

If these cars are a success I 
feel certain that before another 
year is out we shall see many 
more front-wheel drive cars on 
the market in Britain, on the Con- 
tinent, and in America, and it 
may be that in time the design 
will be adopted even for commer- 
cial motor vehicles. .

Automobile body curves and out- 
lines grow more smooth every year;

Heightening the bonnet was a help, 
but unity came at least from lower- 
ing the roof-line, until we have now 
n bonnet height and roof height, 
and a proportion between them that 
will probably alter vory little so 
long as the engine fs in tho fore part 
of the car.

- Used to Run Down 
‘Bandits 


How Model “A armoured cars 
aro being used in Irak, to 
run, down and .  oradiente 
bandits of tho ' dosort, 
told in nowa dlsapateches recelved in 
Dearborn from far away Bagdad, 
Folldwing is the account of the 
latest raid and of how the Ford enra 
helped the military polico. 

“A party of 100 armed men from 
Mutair ralded “Aa’ah, 38 miles 
soith-west of Salman  Post,. where 
lived 24 fighting mon in addition to 
women and children. ‘The. raiders 
wera in three sections. Two storm- 
ed the tents and began to loot and 
ill while the third drove away 
about 600 camels. 

The raiders stayed an nour, Then 
they went away with thelr booty 
toward the south. ‘Tho survivors 
set out with their chief toward the 
northwest. Fortunately for them, 
they met a police patrol of two arm- 
ed cars. The armed patrol imme- 
diately set out in search of the 
ralding party. 
it came across footprints, which 
they followed until sunset, by 
which time they had reached Al 
chekka, where the raiders had dis- 
_mounted, 

The two armed cars at once 
Inunched an attack -from two flanks. 
In spite ofthe bad ground, the 
police were able to drive within 600 
yards of, the raiders, who sought 
shelter behind reoks. 

One machine gun was unloaded 
and placed on a high site overlooking 
One car stood by to 
support while the other drove the 
¢amels homeward. After dark, the 
raiding “ party made good their 
escape and crossed tho frontier. 

Inquiries show that the rafders’ 
casualties were twelve killed and six 
wounded. Twenty camels were cap- 


‘| tured from the raiders, and all the 


booty was recovered. Each armed 
cir had only four machine-gunners. 

This was the second raid by the 
Mutair on Irak during the summer 
acason. In both, the Mutair were 
henvily defeated by the police who 
have been successful by the use of 
their Model “A” armoured cars.”

HEADLIGHTS 


Too Much Attention 
to Experts 


Hero we ore again in mid-winter 
plagued by dazzling headlights, It 
is a very serious matter. Yet 
nothing has been done. No provi- 
sion {s made in the Roads Traflic 
Bill to mitigate the evil, which be- 
comes worse each year as the num- 
ber of motor vehicles increnses. 
The Minister of Transport could, if 
he wished, settle the thing off his 
own bat in five minutes by ordering 
all lamps toe fitted at a lower 
level or dipped. This being so, it 
has always scemed to me a waste 
of time and moriey to refer the mat- 
ter to Committees and Commissions, 
They pay too much attention to the 
experts,, and, as I said the other 
day, there Ia netually no dazzle pro- 
blem at all excopt the one that the 
technical quidnuncs themselves have 
crented. They have been waiting 
for the ideat lamp to come along, 
and to encourage it the R.A.C. has 
carried out innumerable trials of 
inventions in a semi-official way on 
behalf of the Minister of Transport. 
But their idea! lamp appears to be 
as far off as ever. 

Meanwhile many avoidable acei- 
denta are the outcome of lack of 
understanding on the part of 
motorists as to whether it is right 
or wrong to switch off when ap- 
proaching other cars: Some do so, 
others do not, and yet others keop 
switching on and off at the wrong 
time. As to this, I cannot quite 
make out the attitude of the A.A., 
but the R.A.C. persists in its policy 
of advising all and sundry not to 
switch off. “Happily the injunction 
is Ignored by at loast 60 per cent. 
I notice, by the way, that switch- 
ing-off is systematically carried out 
by all the bus - drivers in Kent. 
Truth. 


Unequal Tyre Pressures 
If the pressuree are unequal in 
the tyres on your car the braking 
effect will be uncqual and that is 
the basis of many a dangerous skid.

The tank was small 
and ugly, the saddle was high, and 
the tyres were of 26 by 2% in. 
dimensions. The braking system 
consisted of a block working on the 
belt rim and an altogether inefficient 
cycle type front brake. . Yet It was 
one of the most luxurious machines 
of the day and certainly one of the 
most popular. 

Ten years rolled by and the 1920 
Triumph was presented with many 
improvements. It hod a larger 
tank, a lower trame and a three- 
speed countershaft gear-box. ' But a 
belt (for the final drive) was still 
employed and the front brake was 
of little use. This machine was 
again one of the best—and cheapest 
—of its type, but it cost well over 
£100, ; 

For less than the price of a 1920 
model one can buy three of the 1930 
550 c.c. machines. Yet their speci- 
fication is far and away superior to 
that of the 1910 and 1920 models. 
Tt has a three-speed gear-box and all 
chain transmission; it has a large 
cnpacity saddle tank, large section 
tyres, and large internal expanding 
brakes. It has a low and comfort- 
able saddle, 
giving ample movement, mechanical 
engine lubrication, plating on all 
bright parts, and a silencing system 
with reducea noise to a minimum, 
without back pressure. These are 
but a few of its good points; it is, 
of course, safer, faster, and ecasior 
to start and to contrel than any of 
its predecessors.

NEW ROAD BILL 


Absurdities in Present

party measure, and is meeting with 
approval in its genera) aspect, al- 


though certain details of it will’ 


necessarily be challenged and al- 
tered. At least one provision. of 
the Bill is uncontroversial—the ins- 
titution of compulsory insurance 
Against third party riska. If tho 


rest of the Bill was as obviously de- 


sirable as ‘this there would be 
nothing more to say except to give 
it a benediction. ~ ; 

* The Bill abolishes the speed limit 
for motor-cars, enacts heavy penal- 
Hes for dangerous ‘driving, and 
creates the now offence of “careless 
driving.” The Jast clause will not 
pnss without discussion, for [t will 
be extremely difficult to differenti- 
ato between driving which is only 
careless. The distinction will.often

Whatever defects the speed-limit 
has, the fact remains that it is pos- 
sible to mensure speed, but not 
carclessness or rechles®nees, still 
less to say with precision when one 
degenerates into the other. 
Opposition will probably be offer- 
ed to the sugyested speed Imit of 
30 m.p.h. for heavy motor-vehicles, 
such as -char-n-banca and omni- 
buses. As this is 1 maximum, the 
average speed of these vehicles will 
work out at a little over 20 m.p.h, 
which will entail the alteration of 
time-tables and the slowing-down of 
this form of traffic gencrally. This 
will place motor-coach companies at 
{a disadvantage vis-a-vis the rail- 
iways. The division of the country 
into twelve separate areas, each 
with a pald chairman and two paid 
commiasloners, with powers to issue 
licences and define routes for public 
service vehicles, such as motor- 
couches and omnibuses, is an-inno- 
vation for which there is much to 
be said in spite of the hostility with 
which any increase In officialdom is 
regarded.—Truth,

As the largest exporters of mator | 


cnra In Britain—they ara world dis- 
tributors for Bontloy, Hillman, 
Hunfbor and Commer cars-—Moasra. 
Rootes, Ltd, naturally met and 
gutortainod many important over- 
seas Visitors to the recent motor 
shows held’ in London, 

One waa a merchant and financier 
from Manchuria. While he was 
placing an order with Rootes, Ltd., 
ho was asked nbout the state of the 
ronda ‘in that part of the world. Hs 
reply was; “Why, wo hive nono at 
ally and you may well ask how we 
can use cars. Wor all but short 
distances we can only use them 
when, the ground is covered with 
snow, which—fortunately for that 
particular pturposxc—is most of the 
year round. Then we run the cars 
on. ronds of ice or beaten snow, 
which, with suitable precnutions, 
give quite good going, though not 
at the average speeds you maintain 
in this country, 

“Commercial chassis are no good 
for this kind of work," he continued, 
“as they are far too heavy. . What 
we do {fs to take a light but sturdily 
built private car chassis, put on it 
an open truck body. fitted with about 
twelve wooden acats, and use it for 
bus work., Communications are 50 
‘poor that thero Js great scope for 
this kind of enterprise, though it is 
a terrible strain on the cara,” 

Before roturning, this gentleman 
addressed the London Chamber of 
Commerce on the subject of trade 
with Manchurin, when he pointed 
out that the country is 400,000 
square miles in area‘and has 
40,000,000 inhabitants, and con- 
stitutes 1 duitabla market for all 
elementary products of civilised 
life, and oa market at present 
practically unexplored, 

Another visitor was. from Tunis, 
where ‘at the moment there is only 
one British car in use. He is a

“It ig not always reallaed that the 
first battery on a car does all the

The Marine Products Experi- 
mental Station, established by the 
Department | of Reconstruction, 
after months of preliminary pre- 
parations, is located at the port of 
Heungchow, in Shungshan District.

RUIN EFFICIENCY? 
y Rugby, Friday. 

The clause relating to the ap- 
pointmont of commissioners who, 
falling voluntary amalgamations of 
tho collieries, would have the powor 
to prepare compulsory achemea for 
such amalgamations, was carried In 
the House of Commons by 291 votes 
to 182, The adoption of the clause 
was opposed by Conservatives, the 
‘|former President of tho Board of 
trade, Sir Cunliffe Lister, declaring 
that if amalgamations paid thoy 
would be made voluntarily, whore- 
og the swamping of good collerios 
with debts of bad ones would ruin 
eMicioncy. ~ 

The President of the Board of 
Trode, in his reply, anid that the 
effect of the clause would bo to 


* encourage voluntary amalgamations 


and to provide safeguards against 
unreasonable, compulsory amal- 
gamations, 

“In regard to part one of the Bill, 
which includes a marketing scheme 
and a production syatem and limita. 
tion of outpay, Mr. William Graham 
said that the Government regarded 
this part of the measure as vital 
and would defend it in the House 
of Commons, 

In its present form {it Js under- 
stood this part of the Bill is approv- 
ed by both Liberals and Conserva- 
tives, 

The Miners’ Federation met yea- 
terday and passed ao resolution de- 
manding the retention of part ono 
of the Coa!
